Durant is speaker of the 
house of the Choctaw legislature, be­ 
ing of Choctaw extraction. He was 
seargenat at arms of the constitution­ 
al convention and chairman of the 
Bublic Buildings Committee in the 
First State Legislature. 


Cemetery Must be Located Elsewhere. 
Guthrie, Nov. 18.—The following is 
among the opinion handed down by 
the supreme court today: 
In the case of Maurice Fursten- 
burg vs. W. C. Brissy, the district 
court of Pottawatomie county, is af­ 
firmed in an opinion by Chief Jus­ 
tice Dunn. Bri8sey owned lots in Bose 
Garden addition to Shawnee which 
was platted in 1903. In 1905 a ceme­ 
tery was platted adjoining the addi­ 
tion and Brissey secured an injunc­ 
tion in the tower court against the 
use of the cemetery and abating it as 
a nuisance. This action is affirmed 
on the ground that it is unlawful to 
establish a cemetery within three­ 
quarters of a mile of any addition in 
which residence lots ’have previously 
been purchased in good faith.

Guthrie, Ok., Nov. 18.—In a tele­ 
phonic conversation today Gov. Hask­ 
ell stated that he would be in Guth­ 
rie tomorrow morning, providing Mrs. 
Haskell, w’ho has been ill, is able to 
travel? He stated that he had done 
nothing toward calling an extra ses­ 
sion of this legislature to consider 
tire state capital removal reports to 
the contrary notwithstanding, but to 
thought he would determine the mat­ 
ter definitely tomorrow. 
From other sources it is stated that 
the governor has been. in communica. 
tion with at least twro-thirds of the 
members of the Third legislature re­ 
garding the special session call. 
If a call is issued it will be from 
Guthrie, the prevailing opinion be­ 
ing for the legislature to convene 
here also and later adjourn to me*t 
in Oklahoma City under the emerg­ 
ency authority conferred by the con­ 
stitution. Press of the state is op­ 
posing the extra session call since 
then say a regular session is to be 
held in January. 
Secretary of state Smith came to 
Guthrie today, and a statement was 
made at the office that the Oklaho­ 
ma City branch would be moved to 
Guthrie tomorrow. With it will come 
the state’s 
great 
seal. 
Secretary 
Smith insists that the office has al­ 
ways been in Guthrie, 
likewise 
a 
duplicate of the seal. Guthrie ap­ 
pears as date line on all official com­ 
munications and certified copies issu­ 
ed by the secretary.
